After a hard fight Manitoba suc- 
ceeded in ridding herself of the C. P. 
R. monopoly and secured the en- 
trance of the Northern Pacific rail 
way. Their troubles with the former 
road do not appear, however, to have 
come to an end. The Northern 
Pacific road is building branches to 
Portage la Prairie and Brandon and 
find it necessary, in order to reach 
those points, to cross the C. P. R 
lines; permission to do so had to be 
obtained from the Ottawa Govern- 
ment, but the Government did not 
see fit to grant the required permis- 
sion, and referred the matter to the 
Supreme Court of Canada for an 
opinion as to the claim put forward 
by the Northern Pacific. The Gov- 
ernment of Manitoba, in the mean- 
tume, undertook to force a crossing 
but were met by a stronger force on 
the part of the C. P. R. It looked 
very much at one time as if there 
would be serious trouble if not blood 
shed over the dispute, but the N. P 
and Manitoba Government backed 
down.
